Santa Barbara, Cal, July 8.—That 


four seamen and 25 passengers per- 
ished last night in the wreck of the 
steamer Santa Rosa off Arguello Point 
was the statement of survivors who 
arrived here by train today 
Purser 


Carlton admits that he is unable to 
check off the names of the passengers, 
and that he is by no means certain 
that all of the 290 passengers landed 
safely., 


The survivors bitterly criticize Capt 
Paris for holding them on board" the 
vessel as she lay on the rocks all day 
yesterday, when a landing could have 
been affected without peril to anyone. 
Finally a delegation of 
passengers 
headed by two San Francisco men, 
went to the Captain and threatened to 
shoot him unless they were permitted 
to land. With the sea rising at an 
alarming rate Faris decided to yield 
to their request. 


A few minutes later the steamer 
split amidship and began to break up. 
The first life boat launched was at 1 
o'clock and au aboard perished Sent- 
ries have been placed along shore near 
the wreck to watch for bodies which 
are expected to be cast up by the 
waves.. The survivors declare that of- 
ficers of the steamer are trying to hide 
tb* number who perished 


All the passengers were drenched in 


the trip from the wreck to the beach 
and It is fea ed several may die from 
exposure. Seven were taken to a hos- 
pital today in a critical condition The 
steamer is fast breaking up and will be 
a total loss. 


Surf, Cal , July 8 —A dozen passen- 


gers and members of the ciew of the 
wrecked Santa Rosa of the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Line weie drowned 
yesterday in I'"; suif while trying to 
escape from that vessel, which strand- 
ed near Point 
Arguello, six miles 


south of here, before dawn 


In two lifeboats they left the ship, 


plunged into the surf and in a mo- 
ment were floundering in the waters 
The lives of some wpre pounded out 
against th*> rocks, while others sank 
to the bottom. Several bodies \\ere 
washed ashore 


Last night a third lifeboat put out 


and It, too, was capsized 


Late last night the Santa Rosa was 


almost submerged and frantic efforts 
were being made to save the rest ot 
the 200 passengers still on board 


The total dend is placed at 12 
At that hour, the government wire- 


less station at Point Arguello reported 
that the vessel had broken amidship 
and that Immense breakers were dash- 
Ing over her 
The ship will be a com- 


plete wreck. 


The doom of the steamer was sealed 


shortly after 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
when a rising wind stined a high sea 
and forced the abandonment of efforts 
at that time to tianster the passen- 
gers of the Santa Rosa to the steamer- 
schooner Centralia. which, 
with 
the 


schooner Helen P Drow, had previous- 
ly tried to float it 
Up to that time

Hence the practical policy for the 


newspapers to pursue, in the estima- 
tion of the Advocate, is to urge such 
reforms as they deem proper upon, the 
voters of their respective parties in 
selecting the very best men possible in 
making their nominations for Mayor 
and all other city offices. 


The right of the American-Tribune 


to contend for what it deems to be 
necessary reforms will not be disputed 
by the Advocate. And in regard to any 
contention that may arise between the 


A.-T. 
and its partisans the Advocate 


reiterates its position that both sides 
must settle their 
differences 
among 


themselves. 


If creditable candidates are nomi- 


nated for Mayor and other city offices, 
which is the duty of the voters of the 
parties, then a decent campaign, in- 
cluding the discussion of issues, can 
and should be conducted from the date 
of the primaries to the day of elec- 
tion.

the nations, nor quite so stupid on the 
pait of ruling Cabinets aud Congress 
es, as the vast expenditure for battle- 
ships. 
A Dreadnought that is only 


sailed about on the seas as a show or 
a menace, that is never battered by 
the guns of an enemy or broken in 
pieces on unusupected rocks will have 
outlived its seaworthiness ia a few 
years. 
This year's monster will be 


not fit competitor for next year's mon- 
ster. And yet the game goes on. The 
British League Annual gives the fig- 
ures for Dreadnoughts which will be 
in commission at the end of the pres- 
ent year and of the third year follow- 
ing for the five foremost naval Powers, 
as follows:

members. For the most part they are 
trying to manage the,,party affairs so 
as to make for party success, but they 
differ widely as to methods.

bers of the supreme court, including 
the living and dead members of that 
tribunal. 
The Texas congressman is 


chairman of the committee on library, 
which passes on art destined for the 
capitol. The pictures are painted by 
the same artist who painted the Day 
portrait for the state department, over 
which there has been an unsavory 
episode. 


An effort is being made to have the 


government buy all these pictures, but 
it Is probable that the purchase will 
be confined to a picture of the late 
Chief Justice Fuller. Pictures of all 
chief justices are wanted for the "rob- 
ing room," the place where the jus- 
tices don their black gowns.

BALANCING THE SEXES. 


Singular, Isn't It, the Way Nature 


Preserves the Equilibrium? 


One of the most subtle and Interest- 


Ing problems of life, according to the 
eminent statistician and student of 
heredity. Professor R. J. Ewart, is the 
numerical relationship of sex and its 
influence upon the body politic. The 
•woman's rights movement is in essence 
a mathematical and statistical problem, 
according to him. There Is not a gen- 
eral advance of woman, as some sociol- 
ogists assert. There is a sudden mani- 
festation of her power, a period of su- 
premacy and then a decline of her 
status. 


The explanation IB statistical mainly. 


True, it has always been something of 
a puzzle why the proportion oi each 
kind, apparently with little or no un- 
derlying reason, is produced in the 
right numbers. Tbe argument that if 
such were not tbe case the particular 
species would not survive does not re- 
veal to us the methods by which this 
object has been achieved. That some 
mechanism must exist by means of

"There were 18 of those letters," 


said Mr. Moore, after the hearing. 
"Who suppressed them?" 


"They will make interesting read- 


ing when they are produced." added 
Miss Graham. "I wouldn't dare tell 
you what's in them. 
You wouldn't 


believe me, but when I get out of 
this trouble, I'm going to use them. 
They're a scream." 


The pretty young defendants were 


flressed alike today in striking gowns 
of white serge, trimmed with satin, 
Stokes wore sombre black and car- 
ried a boat shaped straw hat of the 
coolie fashion. 


Mr. Stokes told of a visit made to 


his office on May 21 last by Miss 
Conrad which was the first time the 
letters were brought to his notice. 
She came into his office, he said, 
highly excited and unable to speak 
for some time. 


"When 
she 
became 
calmed," 


Stokes continued, "she told me she 
had been out to dinner the night be- 
fore. 
She met Miss Graham, she 


said, at dinner, and the young lady 
was 
in 
distressed circumstances, 


•vith little money, and no clothes, 
and that she had taken her home to 
her rooms. 'When I went out this 
morning to business,' Miss Conrad 
said, 'I left Miss Graham in bed af- 
ter me. Igforgot my pencil and re- 
turned for'it. 
When I got into the 


room I was shocked to find a note 
on the table together with a bundle 
of letters the note saying Miss Gra- 
ham had committed suicide and she 
had adressed the letters to the press. 


"Miss Conrad also told me," con- 


;inued Stokes, "that some of the let- 
ters were mine and some belonged to 
other men. 
She said she rushed into 


:he bedroom and founu Miss Graham 
in bed, her face blistered and burned 
where she had spilled carbolic acid. 
A doctor was called and pumped her 
out, Miss Conrad said, and saved her 
life." 


Miss Conrad, according to Stokes, 


began to narrate her family history, 
She was, according to this narrative, 
the daughter of a Russian prince, 
who met her 
mother in Louisv/lle 


and eloped with her, Miss Conrad be- 
ing born in Bluefields, Venezuela, 
where her father was killed in a riot. 


Losses of one kind or another re- 


duced the widow's property from 
$200,000 to $20,000, which latter 
sum she collected in New York on 
nsurance. 
This $20,000 Stokes said 


Miss Conrad told him, was squan- 
dered by a man her mother married. 
The daughter then had to go to work. 


"She said," the witness continued 


'she had come to see me on her law- 
yer's advice to tell me about the let- 
^ers^he had found on the table with 
he suicide note." 


"I told Miss Conrad that Miss Gra- 


lam was an undesirable woman," 
estified Stokes, "and that I would 
not give Miss Graham one cent, but 


said 1 would give Miss Conrad mon- 


ey for the nurse to look after Miss 
Graham. 
Miss Conrad wanted me to 


sign a note for $200 to allow Miss 
Graham to go abroad. I said 1 would 
not. 1 would give no agreement, be- 
cause I thought Miss Graham was a, 
dangerous woman." 


Stokes sau. he offered to draw a 


check for $200 to enable Miss Gra- 
ham to get 
to Belgium to join her 


sister, whereupon he continued 


"Miss Conrad said, 'Oh no, don't 


draw a check, there might, be some 
scandal about, it. Give me the cash." 
I said 'all right' and gave her the 
money." 


The defendant's attorney question- 


ed Mr. Stokes regarding Miss Gra- 
ham's visit, to his farm at Lexing- 
ton, 
Ky. 
The defense had contend- 


ed that the girl expected to find oth- | 
er guests with Stokes and when she \ 
discovered that she was visiting him 
alone she left, the following morning. 


"Didn't she leave because you tried 


to insult, nor?" Stokes was asked. 


He was not allowed to answer this 


question, but he replied that she re- 
mained at. the farm about three days. 
His attorney read tiic letter of invi- 
tation in which Miss Graham's sis- 
ter was asked to visit Stokes at the 
same time.

court of the Fifth 
Judicial District,

worst electric storms that has visited 
this section, in many years played 
havoc Friday evening between 4 and 
." o'clock. 
Great clouds, with a yel- 


lowish tinge, loomed up over this 
part of the county at the time above 
mentioned and hovered low until the 
near hurricane subsided. 
From the 


first flash of lightning the rain came 
down in torernts. and people resid- 
ing in this neighborhood say that ii 
was the greatest rainfall in a given 
time that can be remembered by the 
oldest inhabitant in the history of 
northeastern Licking couny.
